T h e team of eleven men is usually 
divided into seven rushers or for­ 


wards, who stand in a line 
facinu 
their seven 
opponents; a 
quartei 


back, who stands just behind this 
line; two half backs, a few yards 
behind the quarter back; and finally, 
a full back or goal tend, who stands 
a dozen yards or so behind the half 
backs. 
Thi s gives the general fo r­ 
mation but is, of course, dej) endent 
on the plays to be executed. 
There 
is also a referee, umpire and 
lines­ 
man. 
T h e umpire is jutlge of tiie 
cond uct of the players, 
regarding 
fouls 
and 
unfair 
tactics. 
Tiie 
referee is judge 
of 
position 
and 
progress of the ball. 
T h e linesman 
times the matches and marks the 
distance gained or lost. 
T h e game is started by a kick off 
from the center of the field. 
T h e 
opponents catch it and 
return it by 
a kick, or they run with it. 
If one 
of them runs with it, he 
may 
be 
tackled by an opponent. 
As soon as 
the ball is fairly held, that is, both 
player and ball brought to a st and ­ 
still, the runner must cry ‘ blown 
and some one upon his side, usually 
the man called 
center 
rush, iiuist 
place the ball at that 
spot 
for a 
“ s c rim m a g e ,” as it is termed. 
T h e ball is then put in play again 
by the center rush 
snapping 
the 
ball back to a player on his 
own 
side just behind him, wlio is called 
the 
quarter-back. 
T h e 
quarter­ 
back passes It still further 
behind 
him to a half-back or back, who e n ­ 
de avors to advance the ball as far as 
possible. 
The game thus progresses 
in a series of downs, 
followed by 
runs or kicks, as the case may be, 
the only limitation being that of a 
rule designed 
to prevent one side 
continually kee ping possession 
of 
the ball without any material ad- i 
vanc e or retreat.
